The onlp 
other royal 'heir born there mace 
his arrival a century ago. Thi t 
child was the eldest son of Quee n 
Victoria, who lived to reign 
Edward VII. His long and hapiy 
life is seen as a good augury fi r 
his latest descendant. 

But Buckingham Palace w 11 
be only a temporary home for tl e 
baby. Workmen are neary 
through restoring bombdamagd 
Clarence House. This is the o n 
cial residence of Princess Eli;a- 
beth and Prince Philip. It is or ly 
a short walk from the palace a id 
near Marlborough House, >c- 
cupled by the Princess' grai d- 
mother, Queen Mother Mary.

Meanwhile,. a temporary mis- 
ery has been set up at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Unelaborate, its m >st 
historic piece* of furniture is a 
100-vear-old baby bed, last u ed 
by the late Duke of Kent, you ig- 
est brother of King George fl. 

Gifts for the baby have b>en 
arriving at the palace for we< ks. 
Many have been returned to tl eir 
donors. The royal family ma<es 
it a' rule to accept presents c ily 
from personal friends or fiom 
people who, by their position in 
the public life of this or of ot ner 
countries, are entitled to fe lei 
tate royalty. 

The family plans no public lis- 
play of these gifts such as vas 
made of the presents received by 
Princess Elizabeth at her ved- 
dlng just a year ago this month. 

In fact, unless the donors 1alk, 
not much will be known about 
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usually spends Christmas * 
Sandringham. Thus the christen 
ing could easily become the out 
standing/feature of the 1948 noli 
day season.

In selecting names for roys 
children, the British like symbols 
There are such as George an 
Elizabeth for England, Andro 
and Mary for Scotland, or Davi 
for Wales and Patrick for Irelaw 
Whatever is decided. Princes 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip wi 
have plenty of time in the ne> 
few weeks to talk it over. 

Prince Philip is now tempora 
ily a "gentleman of leisure." H 
holds a commission as lieutenar 
In the Royal Navy*and was on a 
tive duty until October. Then li 
was placed on half pay at his ow 
request in order to be with h 
wife during the final weeks of h< 
confinement and for the first si 
months of next year. 

Council to Rule 
The Princess will be a bus 
woman during that period. N< 
only will she have the care of hi 
child but will also be deputizii 
for her father, who with Que< 
Elizabeth and Princess Margar 
Rose will leave England for s 
extended royal tour of Austral 
and New Zealand. 

The King will appoint a Cou 
cil of State, headed by Prince 
Elizabeth, to rule during I 
absence. This will require h 
presence at Buckingham Pala 
more than usual' and will bri 
on • many public- appearances 
which Prince Philip will acco 
pany her. 

So for the next two mont 
the couple wilt make the most 
being just human beings— t 
parents of : their first baby.
